MicHIGAN.—Month of December, 1895. Reports to the State board 
of health, Lansing, compared with the preceding month, indicate that 
pleuritis, pneumonia, influenza, and erysipelas increased, and typhoid 
fever, remittent fever, and intermittent fever decreased in area of prev- 
alence. Compared with the average for the month of December in the 
seven years, 1886-15892, influenza, pleuritis, and searlet fever were more 
prevalent, and remittent fever, intermittent fever, consumption, and ery- 
sipelas were less prevalent in December, 1893. Including reports by 
regular observers and others, scarlet fever was reported present in the 
mouth of December, 1893, at 86 places; typhoid fever at 48 places; diph- 
theria at 46 places; and measles at 14 places: consumption was reported 
present by 37 per cent of the observers making weekly card reports. 
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Reports from all sources show typhoid fever reported at 40 places less ; 
diphtheria at 28 places less; scarlet fever at 9 places less, and measles 
at 2 places more in the month of December, 1893, than in the preceding 
month.

NEW YoOrkK.—Month of November, 1893. Reports to the State board 
of health from 8 districts, including New York City, Brooklyn, and 
152 other cities, towns, and villages, show a total of 8,458 deaths, in- 
cluding phthisis pulmonalis, 955; smallpox, 27; enteric fever, 180; 
scarlet fever, 77; croup and diphtheria, 700; measles, 56; and whoop- 
ing cough, 50. 

The reported mortality for the month has further decreased from the 
low daily average of 290 in October to one of 281, which is the same as 
that of November, 1892. This is uniformly the healthiest month in the 
year in this State, the number of deaths daily being less during Novem- 
ber by 25 than the daily average for the past eight years. Compared 
with November, 1892, the zymotie mortality and also the infant mor- 
tality, is lower. Both are also lower than during the month of October. 
Typhoid fever caused the same number of deaths as a year ago and 
75 fewer deaths than in October. Searlet fever continues, with little 
change, to be less prevalent than last year. 

There is an increase in measles since October, chiefly in New York 
City. Diphtheria caused the same mortality as in last November, but 
shows a marked continuance of the increase in prevalence since August, 
causing 100 more deaths than in October. The same relative increase 
occurred in 1892. Deaths are reported from 44 towns not noted in the 
Bulletin list, chiefly in the central part of the State, the chief increase, 
however, being in some of the larger cities. Diarrheal diseases caused 
hardly one-fourth the mortality from this cause of October. Smallpox 
exists, outside of the metropolitan center, in Warwick, Greenburg, and 
White Plains, where single cases are reported, and at Islip, where 2 
deaths occurred. There were 955 deaths from consumption, against 
1,070 in October. There are uniformly fewer deaths from i¢ at this 
season. Acute respiratory diseases have, as usual, increased, the mor- 
tality being 1,242, against 947 in October. Another return of epidemic 
influenza has occurred, but has not impressed itself upon the mortality 
of the month, though a few deaths attributed to it were reported. The 
death rate for the month from all causes is 15°35, against 15°83 in 
October.

BRAZIL. 
Relative to cholera in Brazil during the past summer. 


U2S. CoNSULATE-GENERAL, 
Rio de Janeiro, December 6, 1895. 

Sir: Inclosed please find report for week ended December 2, 1893, 
which shows an increase of 27 deaths over the previous week, though 
there is no epidemic here. The health of the port is remarkably good 
for this time of the year, due, I believe, to the unusually low range of 
the thermometer and the late excessive rains. 

I have your letter of October 28 last, making inquiries as to the 
cholera in Sao Paulo at the end of August last. Since receiving my 
appointment there has been no case of cholera reported in any part of 
Brazil, At the end of August an emigrant ship from Italy brought the 
cholera with her, which broke out in less than a dozen cases in Sao 
Paulo, a city four hours by rail from the seacoast, and 2,900 feet above 
the sea level. 

All the immigrants were at once isolated from the rest of the popula- 
tion, and the sick from the well; disinfection of clothing, baggage, per- 
sons, and everything rigorously performed daily, and the quarantine 
continued for fifteen days after the last case was well. The ship was at 
once sent back, as well as another one which soon after arrived with 
cholera aboard. This last was not allowed to communicate with the 
shore, but was sent off under escort of a vessel of war. 

By these means the spread of the disease was prevented, and since 
that time not even a case of so called cholerine has been reported. 
About the same time a clerk in the general post-office in this city was 
suddenly attacked with colic and watery diarrhea, which was at once 
pronounced to be cholera, but in six hours he was as well as ever. It 
was a Clear case of indigestion. I shall keep a lookout for cholera, and 
at once notify you in case of necessity. 

As for yellow fever, there has been no epidemic this year. The mor- 
tality returns always show a few cases, but that now appears to be the 
normal state of affairs here. I have not heard of one case aboard any 
vessel in this port for many months. The cases which dooccur are mostly 
confined to foreign laborers and people of the least proteeted class.

INDIA. 
Quarantine rules against cholera. 
{Indian Medical Gazette, December, 1893. ] 


The following rules for quarantine against cholera, which have been 
made by the Bombay Government in exercise of the power conferred by 
section 1, act 1 of 1870, with the previous sanction of the governor- 
general in council, are published for general information : 

The rules have effect from the 10th of October, 1893, as a temporary 
measure, in the ports of Aden, Perim, and the Somali coast. 

(1) The commander of every vessel, including buggalows or other 
native craft, arriving from all ports on the Arabian coast of the Red 
Sea, shall, before entering the harbor, indicate by signal the port from 
which such vessel has come. 

(2) Such commander shall not, except as hereinafter provided, allow 
any communication, either with the pilot boat, except orally, or with 
the shore, or with any other vessel or boat in the harbor. 

(3) Immediately on arrival the commander shall cause the letter R of 
the Commercial Signal Code to be hoisted, and shall keep the said flag 
flying during his stay in port or until authorized by the health officer 
to haul it down. If communication with the shore is not desired, the 
vessel shall anchor at such place as may be pointed out by the port au- 
thorities, having regard to the season of the year. If communication 
with the shore is desired, the health officer shall go alongside the vessel, 
and, after all necessary inquiries, shall direct the commander to take 
the vessel to the quarantine anchorage duly appointed and notified in 
that behalf by the resident, there to remain for a period of seven days 
from the date of arrival or for the shorter period prescribed in Rule 4, 
and undergo disinfection, which should apply as well to crew, passen- 
gers, effects, and susceptible goods. 

(4) If the health officer of the port has sufficient evidence that no 
eases of a suspicious nature have taken place on board during the voy- 
age, and if the vessel is besides in good hygienic condition, the duration 
of the quarantine will be diminished according to the following scale: 
After eight days of voyage, six days of quarantine; after nine days of 
voyage, five days of quarantine; after ten days of voyage, four days of 
quarantine; after eleven days of voyage, three days of quarantine; alter 
twelve days of voyage, two days of quarantine; after thirteen days of 
voyage and upward, twenty-four hours of quarantine. 

(5) If during the period a vessel is at the quarantine anchorage afore- 
said any case or cases of cholera should occur, the said vessel shall 
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remain in quarantine for a period of seven days from the date of the 
last case occurring, and be subject to all the prohibitions provided for 
in Rule 3. 

(6) When any vessel has been placed in quarantine as aforesaid, the 
health officer may direct the removal of so many of the passengers and 
crew as may not be suffering from illness, and whose services may not 
be required on board the vessel, to such particular spots as may from 
time to time be selected by the resident as places of quarantine, there to 
remain for a period of seven days. If a case of cholera occurs among 
such passengers and erew during any such period, they shall remain in 
a place of quarantine for a period of fifteen days from the date of the 
occurrence of the last case of such illness. 

(7) Any mails or cargo which may be brought by any vessel so arriv- 
ing shall be landed under such precautions as the health officer may 
deem necessary to prevent the spread of the disease. 

(8) It will be the duty of the port officer to facilitate the conveyance 
to all vessels in quarantine of such supplies of provisions, stores, aud 
other articles as may be required by those on board. Such supplies 
will be placed on the boats of the vessels in quarantine to be subse- 
quently removed by members of their crews. 

(9) All vessels arriving at Aden, Perim, and the Somali coast, which 
may have communicated with vessels coming from all ports in the 
Arabian coast of the Red Sea, shall be subjected to the same quarantine 
as vessels arriving at Aden, Perim, and the Somali coast from such 
ports, 

(10) All vessels which have undergone quarantine in the manner 
above prescribed should have the fact clearly stated on their bills of 
health. 


ITALY. 
Cholera in Palermo.

Sirk: I have the honor to state that since my last report on cholera, 
dispatch No, 26, there has been a fresh outbreak of cholera at Palermo, 
confined to a small district (suburban). As a result, there have been 25 
deaths. It is thought that the water had much to do with it, as in this 
particular district the people used water that came from a spring near 
a cemetery. There have not been any cases now in several days. Dr. 
Young has been duly informed as to the situation, and owing to the loca- 
tion of the district infeeted and the cold weather, he saw no reason why 
it should interfere with the shipping of fruit, and consequently business 
was not suspended.

Cholera in Odessa. 


U. S. CONSULATE, 
Odessa, Russia, December 10, 1893. 

Sir: I have this day cabled the Department as follows: 

‘State Department, Washington, District Columbia: Cholera, offi- 
cial. Heenan.’’ 

It was officially announced to-day that cholera existed in this city. 
There were 3 cases and 2 deaths betweeu the 5th and the 8th of Decem- 
ber. I heard a few days ago of one of these deaths, but it was not pos- 
sible to state positively that cholera was the cause until the official report 
was made public. Iam informed that no other cases exist here, and I 
do not believe that the disease will become epidemic. In the country 
surrounding Odessa cholera has existed all summer, and it also exists in 
the neighboring governments of Bessarabia, Taunda (Crimea), Podolia, 
and elsewhere. Should the disease become epidemic here I will 
promptly advise the Department.

Sir: I have the honor to report 3 new cases of Asiatic cholera and 2 
deaths in this city between the Sth and 12th of the month, making in 
all 6 cases and 4 deaths officially reported. I can not conceal from the 
Department the fact that considerable uneasiness prevails here amongst 
the inhabitants. All of the cases thus far reported occurred among 
well-to-do people and not among the lower classes. There is a sort of 
* feeling that the authorities are holding back something, and that cholera 
is more prevalent than the official reports show.

GREAT BrRITAIN—England and Wales.—The deaths registered in 338 
great towns of England and Wales during the week ended December 23 
corresponded to an annual rate of 24°7 a thousand of the aggregate 
population, which is estimated at 10,527,846. The lowest rate was 
recorded in Blackburn, viz, 13°5, and the highest in Liverpool, viz, 34°9 
a thousand. 

London.—Two thousand one hundred and seventy deaths were regis- 
tered during the week, including smallpox, 1; measles, 49; scarlet fever, 
32 ; diphtheria, 63; whooping cough, 74; enteric fever, 24; and diarrhea 
and dysentery, 15. The deaths from all.causes corresponded to an 
annual rate of 26°3 a thousand. In greater London 2,748 deaths were 
registered, corresponding to an annual rate of 24°5 a thousand of the 
population. In the ‘‘outer ring” the deaths ineluded smallpox, 2; 
diphtheria, 14; whooping cough, 17; searlet fever, 6; and measles, 4. 

Ireland.—The average annual death rate represented by the deaths 
registered during the week ended December 23 in the 16 principal town 
districts of Ireland was 24°7 a thousand of the population. The lowest 
rate was recorded in Dundalk, viz, 12°6, and the highest in Armagh, 
viz, 56°Lathousand. In Dublin and suburbs 204 deaths were registered, 
including typhus fever, 1; measles, 1; whooping cough, 6; and enteric 
fever, 8. 

Scotland.—The deaths registered in 8 principal towns during the week 
ended December 23 corresponded to an annual rate of 22°3 athousand of 
the population, which is estimated at 1,447,500. The lowest mortality 
was recorded in Greenock, viz, 19.1, and the highest in Dundee, viz, 27°1 
a thousand. The aggregate number of deaths registered from all causes 
was 629, including smallpox, 2; scarlet fever, 7; diphtheria, 10 ; whoop- 
ing cough, 27 ; and fever, 6. 

GuIANA—Paramaribo.—Month of October, 1893. Population, 29,251. 
Total deaths, 81. No deaths reported from contagious diseases, 

InDIA—Singapore.—Month of October, 1893. Total deaths, 497, 
including smallpox, 2; fever, 145. 

MALTA AND Gozo.—Two weeks ended November 30, 1893. Total 
deaths, 222, including enterie fever, 1; diphtheria, 2; and whooping 
cough, 1. 

SWITZERLAND—Lucerne.—Month of November, 1893. Population, 
22,000.
